WASHINGTON,  March  15  <**).—’ The  United  States  was 
reported  tonight  to  have  assured  both  Iran  and  Turkey  that 
It  will  stand  firm  with  them  against  any  foreign  aggressive 
actions  which  violate  the  principles  of  the  United  Nations 
Charter. 

American  policy,  as  lately  presented  by  Ambassador 
Wallace  Murray  at  Tehran  and  as  given  some  weeks  ago  to 
the  Turks  in  a series  of  talks  between  Ankara  and  Wash- 
ington representatives,  is  based  entirely  on  United  Nations 
Charter  commitments.  It  avoids  any  special  assurances 
which  might  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  charter.

H AS  BEEN  MUCH 
MISUNDERSTANDING 
There  has  been  much  misunder- 
standing In  recent  days: 

"Could  you  have  a greater  ex- 
ample of  misunderstanding  than 
when  we  arc  told  that  the  prewent 
British  Government  Is  not  a free 
Democratic  Government,  because  it 
consists  only  of  the  representatives 
of  a single  party  whereas  Poland.

"We  are  told  that  the  Soviet  Gov- 
ernment, instead  of  leaving,  arc 
actually  sending  tn  more  troops," 
Britain's  former  Prime  Minister  de- 
clared, adding:  "The  treaty  to 

evacuate  the  country  by  a certain 
date  was  signed  by  the  head  of 
the  Soviet  Government" 

"This  Is  one  of  those  cases  for 
which  the  United  Nations  Security 
Council  was  especially  devised."  Mr. 
Churchill  said.  "By  ul)  means  let 
the  matter  be  thrashed  out." 

Discussing  the  Dardanelles,  he 
declared:  "At  Potsdam  the  Amer- 
icana and  British  offered  to  Russia 
a Joint  guarantee  of  the  complete 
freedom  of  the  straits  in  peace  and 
war,  whether  for  merchant  ships  or 
ships  of  war. 

"To  this  guarantee  Turkey  would 
gladly  have  subscribed,  but  we  were 
told  that  was  not  enough.  Russia 
must  have  a fortress  Inside  the 
straits,  from  which  she  could  domi- 
nate Constantinople  (Istanbul). 

'But  this  U not  to  keep  the  straits 
open  but  to  give  power  of  closing 
them  to  a single  nation.  If  Soviet 
Russia  still  persists  m putting  pres- 
sure on  Turkey,  the  matter  must  In 
the  first  Instance  be  pronounced 
upon  by  the  United  Nations  Security 
Council." 

DISCUSSES  RELATIONS 
BETWEEN  TWO  NATIONS 
Discussing  relations  between  the 
United  States  and  Great.  Britain,  the 
wartime  leader  said: 

"I  have  never  asked  for  an  Anglo- 
American  military  alliance  or  a 
treaty.  I asked  for  fraternal  asso- 
ciation. free  voluntary  fraternal 
association.  I have  no  doubt  that 
It  will  come  to  pass,  as  surely  as 
thr  sun  will  rls  e tomorrow.

Minor  Mystery 


One  of  the  minor  mysteries  of  the  war  and 


municipal  boundaries  is  a common  sense  one

We  trust  that  it  will  be  adopted,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Municipalities,  by  way  of 
direct  and  immediate  amendment  to  the  Mu- 
nicipal Act.  Me.  Maitland  explained  that 
the  Provincial  Government  would  assume  the 
costs  of  such  inquiry  in  each  instance,  and 
would  draw  upon  municipal  fore*  for  what- 
ever additional  assistance  might  hr  required. 

There  arc  several  benefits  to  such  a plan.

Thi*  au- 
thority would  be  a highly  trained  arid  also 
a highly  successful  one.  from  the  records  of 
the  past.  It  would  add  the  complete  police 
resources  of  the  Province  at  a single  touch, 
from  road  blocks  and  patrols  to  radio  serv- 
ices up  to  the  boundaries  of  our  territory. 
If  would  bring  trained  and  experienced  cri-~" 
minal  identification  experts  directly  on  to  the 
scene  without  delay  or  hesitation. 

In  direct  support  of  this  proposal  is  the 
actual  rrcord  itself  The  British  Columbia 
Police  has  an-  unsurpassed  record  for  the  de- 
tection of  capital  crimes  in  this  province.  The 
municipalities  on  the  other  hand,  have  an 
indifferent  one.  One  supposes  that  metropoli- 
tan areas  may  have  some  prides  to  weigh  in 
the  consideration  of  such  a scheme.  On  l he 
other  hand,  the  greater  good  11  very  plainly 
in  sight.  It  is  a uniform,  trained  and  instantly 
available  homicide  squad,  somewhat  on  the 
line*  made  famous  by  Scotland  Yard.  T he 
offer  of  the  province  to  foot  the  bill  for  such 
investigations  is  an  additional  factor. 

On  its  merits,  this  plan  should  be  seriously 
entertained,  and.  wc  think,  accepted  It 
would  be  a cure  for  what  many  British  Co- 
lumbia centres  have  complained  of  in  the 


the  Canada  Medal.  It  never  has  seen  the  light 
of  day.  but  its  creation  was  announced  with 
considerably  official  flourish  so  Ibng  ago  as 
two-and-one -half- years.  The  pall  of  silence 
that  has  since  followed  is  strange.  It  was  to 
be  the  first  distinctly  Canadian  decoration  for 
merit.  The  announcement  by  Prime  Minister 
King  of  October  14,  1943.  did  not  specify 
it  as  a particularly  exclusive  honor-to-be.  yet 
it  has  proved  to  be  superlatively  so  since  nor 
one  medal  h^  been  awarded. 

1 he  Canada  Medal  was  to  be  given  lor 
"meritorious  service  above  and  beyond  the 
faithful  performance  of  duties.”  It  was  to  be 
of  silver  and  round  in  design,  and  could  be 
won  by  civilians  or  servicemen.  The  ribbon 
was  to  be  equal  stripes  of  red.  white  and  red. 
This  must  surely  be  the  first  occasion  of  its 
kind  anywhere  that  so  meticulous  a descrip- 
tion should  accompany  the  announcement  of 
a decoration  that  ye^rs  later  had  failed  to  ma- 
terialize. Apart  from  occasional  statements 
that  the  medal  was  "under  review."  no  ex- 
planation has  been  forthcoming  about  its  be- 
stowal upon  any  individual. 

It  has  been  hinted  that  behind  official  re- 
ticence concerning  the  Canada  Medal  is  a con- 
flict over  the  policy  governing  its  awarding. 
Apparently  some  such  contretempts  must 
have  developed,  or  else  how  explain  the 
strangeness  of  its  non-appearance  after  so 
long  an  interval?  Mr.  King  should  make  up 
his  mind  soon  about  the  decoration  he  an- 
nounced with  some  measure  of  pride.

Times  without  number  it  ha*  been  sug- 
gested to  the  city  of  Victoria  that  it  log  off 
its  watershed  It  did  so  in  part  once,  per- 
mitting the  removal  of  .some  trees  at  jhe 
Goldstream  end  of  the  system  The  proposal 
now  being  advanced  to  the  City  Council 
•eems  to  impfv  the  logging  of  Sooke  areas, 
actually  »n  tb*  catchment  basin.  Before  the 
City  Council  makes  any  such  move  will  it 
study  the  record  of  precipitation  on  the 
watershed  ’ Rainfall  does  not  increase  with 
the  felling  of  timber  and  what  precipitation 
there  is  can  be  lost  far  more  quickly  when  the 
hills  are  denuded  and  the  soil  cover  thin 

The  history  of  the  Cowichan  River  in  the 
first  decades  of  the  present,  century  is  suffici- 
ent of  an  illustration  in  point.  The  Cowi- 
chan  once  had  a fine  head  of  water  Floods 
were  unknown  in  Winter  or  drought  in 
Summer.  The  eel  and  the  lamprey  were  rare 
in  its  waters  and.  on  the  other  hand,  trout 
abounded.  The  continuous  shaving  of  the 
hills  of  their  trees  has  changed  all  that,  as 
precipitation  records  bear  witness  One  can 
expect  that  to  happen  in  a province  where 
timber  is  a main  export.  On  the  other  hand, 
should  it  be  countenanced  on  a watershed, 
designed  to  save  water  for  human  use? 

- lt  sq  happens,  in  this  instance,  that  the 
city  itself  keeps  precipitation  records  of  its 
own  watershed.  Will  it  look  at  them?  We 
suggest  that  the  average  precipitation  has 
fallen  sharply,  and  that  any  influence  which 
would  tend  to  make  it  retreat  further  should 
be  examined  with  very  clear  sight  There  is 
a fat.  prosperous  sound  about  selling  umber 
rights  to  the  highest  bidder,  or  even  to  the 
city’s  using  tlxm  itself.  On  the  other  hand, 
a watershed  is  meant  to  catch  water,  and 
that  wafer  is  very  badly  needed  by  a growing 
community,  already  short  ol  it  in  Summer.
